COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 

EPIPHANY  SESSIONS,  31  DECEMBER,  1872. 

As  directed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  we,  the 
Visiting  Justices,  present  our  annual  report  of  “  The 
state  and  condition  of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum, 
the  accommodation  for  and  care  of  the  patients,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  servants.” 

With  regard  to  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
Asylum,  with  the  exception  of  the  great  insufficiency 
of  accommodation,  it  is  in  every  respect  satisfactory. 
There  are  at  present  in  the  Asylum  696  patients,  of 
whom  271  are  males  and  425  are  females.  The  ad¬ 
missions  during  the  past  year  have  been — males,  82  ; 
females,  91  ;  together,,  173.  The  discharges  have 
been  129,  of  whom  84  had  recovered — the  recovered 
having  been  at  the  rate  of  fifty  per  cent  on  the 
admissions,  which  was  unusually  satisfactory.  Tile 
deaths  have  been  51,  less  than  they  have  been  for  the 
last  fourteen  years. 

In  consequence  of  the  building  being  so  over¬ 
crowded  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  giving 
notice  to  the  various  boroughs  of  the  county,  whose 
patients  ever  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  we 
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have  been  in  the  habit  of  receiving,  to  remove  them 
within  six  months  of  the  date  of  such  notice.  This 
will  make  a  reduction  of  about  sixty  in  the  number 
of  patients,  and  to  some  small  extent  relieve  the 
existing  pressure,  and  it  will  be  for  the  Court  now  or 
at  any  future  time  to  determine  whether  such 
borough  patients  shall  again  be  admitted  into  the 
County  Asylum.  We  have  also  been  enabled,  at  a 
trifling  expense,  to  fit  up  a  portion  of  one  of  the 
wings  at  the  basement  on  the  female  side,  which  will 
provide  for  fifteen  patients. 

The  £400  granted  by  the  Court  at  the  last  Epi¬ 
phany  Sessions  for  two  new  boilers  and  alteration  and 
repair  of  the  heating  apparatus  has  been  expended 
and  the  work  completed,  and  we  can  speak  with  con¬ 
fidence  as  to  the  great  improvement  and  comfort  in 
the  institution  caused  thereby,  and  the  economy  in 
the  consumption  of  fuel  which  has  been  effected  by 
this  somewhat  large  but  necessary  outlay.  The  baths 
and  washhouses  are  in  progress,  and  we  hope  they 
will  be  completed  by  Ladyday  next;  for  this  £900  was 
granted  by  the  Court,  which  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe  will  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  work. 

In  consequence  of  the  unusually  high  price  of 
provisions  and  all  other  supplies  and  the  increase  of 
wages,  we  have  been  obliged,  during  the  last  three 
months,  to  raise  the  weekly  charge  for  county 
patients  from  8s.  6d.  to  8s.  9d.  per  week,  this  being 
still  below  the  average  charge  of  county  asylums. 

With  regard  to  tire  conduct  of  the  officers,  we  can 
with  confidence  speak  in  terms  of  high  praise  of  the 
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Medical  Superintendent’s  care  and  kind  treatment  ot 
the  patients,  his  duties  being  rendered  more  trying 
and  difficult  in  consequence  of  the  crowded  state  of 
of  the  building.  Of  the  attendants,  both  male  and 
female,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we 
have  a  staff  both  careful  and  trustworthy. 

The  accounts  of  the  Asylum,  together  with  those 
connected  with  the  farm,  will  be  laid  before  the  Court 
at  the  next  sessions,  and  our  only  further  duty  is  to 
remind  the  Court  that  the  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
year  have  now  to  be  appointed.

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Annual  Report,  accompanied  by  the  statistical 
tables  in  the  Appendix. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  1872  have  been 
173 — 82  males  and  91  females. 

The  discharges  during  the  year  have  been  129 — ■ 
males  53,  females  76. 

The  deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been  52 — 
males  26,  females  26. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  the  admissions 
shew  a  decrease  of  12,  the  discharges  an  increase  of 
34,  and  the  deaths  a  decrease  of  22. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment 
during  the  year  has  been  877 — males,  350,  females 
527.

Of  the  696  patients  on  the  Asylum  books,  638  are 
chargeable  to  Unions,  and  58  are  maintained  partly 
by  Unions  and  partly  by  Boroughs — Barnstaple,  10; 
Bideford,  3  ;  Dartmouth,  9  ;  Exeter  Incorporation ? 
20  ;  Tiverton,  15  ;  and  one  whose  settlement  has  been 
lately  transferred  to  Tetbury,  Gloucester. 

The  mean  per  centage  of  recoveries  on  the  admis¬ 
sion,  47*40, — 4 2' 4  per  cent,  on  the  males  and  52.74  on 
the  females — has  been  most  satisfactory,  considering 
the  advanced  and  hopeless  character  of  the  disease  in 
a  large  proportion  of  those  admitted. 

The  death  rate  has  been  7.40  on  the  average 
number  resident ;  9.55  on  the  males,  and  6*0. on  the 
females.  The  great  disparity  in  the  per  centage  in 
the  two  sexes  depends  as  usual  on  the  large  number 
of  male  patients  who  die  yearly  from  general 
paralysis. 
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The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  lower  than  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  fifteen  years.  This  accords  with  the  Registrar 
General's  returns  for  the  past  year,  from  which  it 
appears  that  1872  was  the  healthiest  year  for  the  past 
twelve  years.  A  mild  season  is  peculiarly  favourable 
to  the  health  of  an  Asylum  population,  which  is  affected 
by  sudden  changes  of  temperature  in  the  same  way  as 
the  young,  the  infirm,  and  aged.  The  majority  of  the 
insane  appear  to  be  indifferent  to  exposure  to  cold  or 
heat ;  and  diseases,  especially  of  the  lungs,  occur  un- 
acompanied  by  the  ordinary  train  of  symptoms.  The 
sudden  onset  of  severe  weather  swells  the  death  rate, 
and  tells  its  tale  with  the  same  certainty  in  Asylum 
life  as  elsewhere. 

An  analysis  of  the  obituary  table  gives  the  following 
causes  of  death  : — General  Paralysis,  14  ;  Epilepsy, 
3  ;  Softening  of  Brain,  1  ;  Maniacal  and  Melancholic 
Exhaustion,  2  ;  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  1  ;  Phthisis, 
various  forms  of,  12;  Gangrene  of  Lungs,  2  ;  Cirr¬ 
hosis  of  Lung,  1  ;  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy,  2  ; 
Diarrhoea,  1  ;  Old  Age  and  General  Debility,  9 ; 
Cancer  of  Cervical  Glands  and  Trachea,  1  ;  Cancer 
of  Breasts,  Heart,  Lungs,  Kidneys,  Uterus,  Femur, 
&c.,  1  ;  Cancer  of  Stomach  and  Duodenum,  1. 

It  will  be  seen  that  that  uniformly  fatal  disease, 
general  paralysis,  which  usually  cuts  off  its  victims 
within  eighteen  months  of  their  entry  into  the  asylum, 
heads  the  list  ;  next  in  frequency  are  the  various 
forms  of  lung  degenerations  to  which  the  general 
term  phthisis  is  given,  although  under  this  head  are 
conveniently  grouped  different  destructive  forms  of  the 
pulmonary  tissues,  also  gangrene  of  the  lung.  The 
frequency  of  the  latter  disease  among  the  insane  was 
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first  pointed  out  by  Guislain  in  his  “  Memoire  sur  la 
Gangrene  des  Poumons  ehez  les  alienes,”  and  has 
also  been  observed  by  Fischel  and  others.  It  occurs 
most  frequently  in  patients  suffering  from  mel¬ 
ancholia,  with  great  emotional  disturbance,  who 
refuse  their  food.  The  disease  is  mainly  due  to  im¬ 
poverishment  of  blood  and  perverted  nervous  action  ; 
that  it  is  the  result  of  inanition  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  it  also  occurs  in  some  cases  of  stricture  of 
the  oesophagus.  It  sometimes  is  developed  in  the 
course,  or  as  the  termination  of  the  low  forms  of 
pneumonia,  either  of  the  catarrhal  or  croupous  kind, 
which  are  such  common  diseases  among  the  insane 
and  others  who  suffer  from  defective  nerve  supply. 
As  a  rule,  the  diffuse  form  of  the  disease  is  most 
commonly  met  with  in  Asylum  practice,  and  but 
rarely  is  the  circumscribed  variety  observed,  when 
interstitial  pneumonia  forms  around  the  sphacelated 
portion,  and  encysts  it.  In  a  case  which  occurred 
recently  in  the  Asylum  wards,  haemoptysis  was  the 
first  symptom  observed,  and  here  haemorrhagic  nuclei 
were  the  starting  point  of  the  disease.  In  de¬ 
ments  and  paralytics  the  disorder  may  be  sometimes 
traced  to  septic  infection  from  bed  sores. 

The  disease  is  insidious  in  its  approach,  and  difficult 
to  diagnose  in  the  early  stage.  There  is  sudden 
prostration,  quick,  small  and  irregular  pulse,  the  ex¬ 
pression  changes  and  becomes  anxious,  and  the  face  is 
of  an  earthy  hue.  The  physical  signs,  sonorous 
rhonchus  and  coarse  mucous  rales,  differ  but  little  from 
catarrhal  affections,  and  it  is  only  when  the  lung 
tissue  is  broken  down  that  we  get  the  pathognomonic 
symptoms  of  gangrenous  cadaveric  fcetor  of  breath 
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and  expectoration.  The  expectoration  consists  of 
offensive  pellets  of  brownish  tint,  containing  disin¬ 
tegrated  blood,  elastic  fibres  of  lung  tissue,  and  some¬ 
times  crystals  of  margarine.  The  treatment  indicated 
is  the  free  administration  of  stimulants  and  nutrients, 
with  the  inhalation  of  carbolic  acid  and  turpentine 
vapours.  Nearly  allied  to  this  disease  are  some  of 
the  forms  of  phthisis  (excluding  perhaps  the  tuber¬ 
cular  variety)  which  there  is  reason  for  believing  are 
intimately  connected  with  grave  disturbances  and 
innutrition  of  the  great  respiratory  and  emotional 
nerve  centres.  A  point  of  interest  bearing  on  the 
causal  relation  existing  between  prolonged  emotional 
states  and  this  disease  may  be  mentioned,  namely,  that 
during  the  troublous  and  excited  times  of  the  French 
revolution  of  1830  more  deaths  were  registered  from 
gangrene  of  the  lung  than  at  any  time  before  or  after¬ 
wards.  The  nervous  system  influences  the  operation 
of  nutrition  by  regulating  the  blood  flow,  or  by 
influencing  the  function  of  each  organ.  The  intimate 
connexion  of  the  nerves  of  organic  life  with  emotional 
states  is  shewn  by  their  influence  on  respiration,  the 
heart's  action,  and  blushing  or  blanching  of  the  face 
I  from  fear  or  shame.  A  full  consideration  of  this  subject 
would  exceed  the  due  limits  of  an  Asylum  report. 
The  question  of  the  influence  of  defective  nerve  supply 
in  the  production  of  diseased  bodily  conditions  is  of 
great  interest  to  the  Asylum  Physician,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  as  our  knowledge  of  the  “  regulatory  ”  or 
“ inhibitory  ”  influence  of  nerves  advances,  as  also  of 
the  function  of  the  so  called  trophic-centres,  much

light  will  be  thrown  on  these  obscure 
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It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  the  general 
health  has  been  so  good,  and  that  no  untoward  event 
has  occurred  notwithstanding  the  overcrowding  of  the 
wards,  and  the  temporary  inconvenience  and  anxiety 
arising  from  the  various  additions,  alterations,  and 
improvements  in  progress.  The  number  of  patients 
on  the  female  side  has  at  all  times  during  the  year 
exceeded  the  proper  accommodation  provided  ;  and 
although  your  Committee  sanctioned  the  expe¬ 
dient  of  exchanging  as  far  as  possible  chronic 
and  comparatively  harmless  patients  for  acute  cases, 
it  became  necessary  in  October  to  issue  a  circular 
letter  to  the  various  Unions  declaring  the  Asylum 
full,  and  that  patients  could  only  be  admitted  as 
vacancies  were  occasioned  by  death  or  discharge. 
The  evils  and  dangers  of  this  overcrowding  are  very 
serious,  and  interfere  with  the  order  and  discipline  of 
the  institution,  and  also  diminish  its  usefulness  and 
efficiency.  The  admission  of  patients  into  a  Asylum, 
already  crowded,  prevents  that  classification  which 
is  so  important  an  element  in  treatment  ;  con¬ 
valescence  and  restoration  are  retarded,  and  the 
inmates  of  our  wards  are  rendered  more  fretful  and 
excitable.  The  attendants  also  are  unable  to  give 
that  individual  care  and  attention  which  is  absolutely 
required.  The  danger  of  refusing  admission  to 
patients  is  perhaps  stillgreater,  and  there  is  a  risk 
of  the  disease  becoming  chronic  and  incurable.  It 
cannot  too  often  be  repeated  that  it  is  far  easier  and 
cheaper  to  cure  an  attack  of  acute  disease  than  one 
of  long  standing  ;  in  the  latter  case  the  patient,  and 
also  those  depending  on  him  for  support,  too  often 
become  a  burden  on  the  parish  for  life.  By  the

considerateness  of  your  Committee,  advantage  has 
been  taken  in  a  great  number  of  cases  of  sending 
patients  out  on  trial,  with  an  allowance  of  seven 
shillings  a  week  during  their  absence  from  the 
Asylum,  in  accordance  with  the  79th  Sec.,  16  and 
17  Viet.,  Cap.  97.  By  this  provision  convalescence 
is  more  likely  to  be  permanently  established,  as  the 
cares  and  uncertainty  attendant  upon  obtaining 
employment  when  a  patient  first  returns  to  his 
home,  are  in  a  great  measure  removed. 

A.t  a  time  when  the  question  of  making  further 
provision  for  the  insane  poor  of  this  county  is  claim¬ 
ing  attention,  the  following  statistics  of  the  Asylum 
population  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  the  present 
accommodation,  may  be  of  interest,  and  afford  a 
guide  as  to  the  provision  it  may  be  considered 
necessary  to  make  for  the  future.

In  estimating  the  number  which  the  Asylum  can 
suitably  accommodate,  a  minimum  of  500  cubic  feet 
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has  been  allowed  for  each  bed.  The  difference  between 
this  and  the  number  now  resident  in  the  house 
represents  the  excess,  viz.,  30  males  and  48  females. 
In  detail  this  excess  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

During  the  past  year  the  following  structural 
alterations,  additions,  and  improvements  have  been 
carried  out.  The  whole  of  the  asphalte  floors  in  the 
galleries  and  day  rooms,  on  both  sides  of  the  Asylum, 
have  been  replaced  by  American  pitch  pine.  The 
work  has  been  done  in  an  excellent  manner  by 
the  Asylum  staff,  with  the  assistance  of  patients. 
A  new  drying  closet  has  been  erected  at  the 
laundry  to  meet  the  steadily  increasing  demands 
in  this  department.  A  new  system  of  radiators 
has  been  introduced  by  which  the  old  as  as  well 
as  the  new  closets  are  supplied  from  a  fire¬ 
place  common  to  both.  The  insufficiency  of  the  hot 
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water  supply,  which  has  been  referred  to  in  previous 
reports,  has  been  entirely  remedied.  The  old  boiler 
and  hot  water  apparatus  were  completely  worn  out, 
and  have  been  replaced  by  a  new  hot  water  boiler  and 
a  Cornish  steam  boiler  for  supplying  steam  to  the 
wards  and  kitchen.  The  work  has  been  carried  out, 
by  Messrs.  Garton  and  King  in  a  very  efficient 
manner.  The  boilers  answer  their  purpose,  and 
a  considerable  economy  in  fuel  will  be  effected  by 
th  eir  use. 

The  new  bath  rooms  are  progressing  satisfactorily 
and  will,  no  doubt,  soon  be  completed.  Excellent 
additional  accommodation  for  fifteen  male  patients  has 
been  obtained  by  converting  the  upper  part  of  the 
house  at  the  farm,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Clerk  and 
Steward,  into  dormitories.  Temporary  sleeping  accom¬ 
modation  has  also  been  provided  for  fourteen  female 
patients  in  a  portion  of  the  basement  adjoining  the 
laundry.  The  cost  of  these  alterations  has  been  £90, 
or  not  more  than  £3  per  bed.  Owing  to  the  unusually 
wet  season  the  dormitory  for  women  has  not  yet  been 
occupied,  the  walls  being  very  damp.  A  hot  air  flue 
from  the  laundry  has  been  carried  into  this  room,  and 
will,  it  is  hoped,  remedy  this  defect. 

Many  decorative  improvements  of  an  inexpensive 
kind  have  been  carried  out  in  the  wards  by  papering 
and  painting.  A  number  of  cheap  chromos  and  en¬ 
gravings,  which  have  been  framed  and  distributed, 
tend  greatly  to  relieve  the  monotonous  appearance  of 
the  long  galleries,  and  the  introduction  of  flowers,  a 
few  busts,  aviaries,  cages,  etc.,  have  also  given  a  more 
homely  aspect  to  the  wards.  The  patients  are  sup- 
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plied  with  a  fair  number  of  illustrated  periodicals 
and  newspapers.  Mr.  Mansfield  kindly  forwarded 
fifty  numbers  of  “  The  Graphic  ”  from  the  ofhce  of 
that  paper,  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  The  occupa¬ 
tions  and  amusements  have  received  a  due  share  of 
attention.  The  farm  affords  healthy  and  profitable 
employment  to  a  large  proportion  of  the  male  patients, 
who  for  the  most  part  belong  to  the  agricultural 
class,  and  are  unfitted  for  other  industrial  pursuits. 
The  recent  additions  to  the  farm  will  give  increased 
scope  for  their  labour.  In  addition  to  the  usual 
weekly  entertainment,  some  gentlemen  from  Exeter 
gratuitously  gave  an  excellent  concert  ;  the  Nemo 
Brothers  also  gave  an  amusing  performance  of 
Japanese  jugglery,  etc.  In  the  summer  a  large  pic¬ 
nic  party  was  delighted  with  an  excursion  to  the 
Warren,  this  being  the  first  time  some  of  the  patients 
had  ever  seen  the  sea.  Cricket,  quoits,  and  skittles 
in  summer,  and  foot-ball  in  winter,  are  the  chief  out¬ 
door  games  for  the  men.  The  Christmas  decorations 
displayed  an  unusual  amount  of  good  taste  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants  and  patients,  and  deserve  high 
praise. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the 
Asylum  on  the  31st  April  and  1st  May  last,  and  ex¬ 
amined  the  wdiole  of  the  patients,  and  inspected  every 
part  of  the  institution,  besides  making  the  usual 
statutory  enquiries.  They  left  a  very  favourable 
report  as  to  the  good  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and 
the  contented  and  well-cared  for  state  of  the  patients. 

The  most  important  changes  in  the  staff  have  been 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Cleeve  as  storekeeper,  and 
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Mr.  Headon,  from  the  Gloucester  Asylum,  as  head- 
attendant.  They  are  efficient  officers,  and  have  both 
justified  the  recommendations  they  brought  with 
them.  The  conduct  of  the  attendants  has,  with  few 
exceptions,  been  good.  The  revision  of  the  scale  of 
wages,  and  the  granting  of  an  uniform  dress,  has  been 
duly  appreciated.  Many  of  the  attendants  have  been 
in  the  Asylum  service  for  a  lengthened  period,  and 
all  the  charge  attendants  in  the  female  division  have 
been  here  for  periods  varying  from  five  to  twenty- 
five  years. 

Your  Medical  Superintendent  acknowledges  with 
pleasure  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  him  in  his 
medical  duties  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Dr. 
Rees-Philipps,  and  the  cordial  co-operation  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  officers  in  every  department.  In 
conclusion,  he  begs  respectfully  to  thank  the  Visitors 
for  their  uniform  consideration  and  continued  con¬ 
fidence.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  notice  the  accompanying 
short  report  for  the  past  year.  I  have  much  pleasure 
in  stating  that  the  conduct  of  the  patients,  who 
attend  the  Sunday  and  daily  Services  at  the  Chapel, 
has  been  uniformly  good.  The  services  are  much 
valued  by  the  patients  generally,  and  many  derive 
from  them  very  great  comfort,  and  these  rarely,  if 
ever,  fail  to  attend  them.  But  apart  from  the  value 
of  these  services  in  a  strictly  religious  point  of  view, 
I  believe,  as  I  have  stated  in  my  early  reports,  that 
they  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  exercise 
of  self-control — an  opinion  confirmed  by  an  experience 
of  the  twenty-seven  years  in  which  I  have  been 
Chaplain.  A  return  of  the  power  of  self-control  in 
the  patients  is  often  marked  by  their  expressing  a 
wish  to  “come  to  Chapel/’  a  wish  which  arises  from 
a  feeling  that  it  would  be  a  relief  to  the  mind,  and 
the  effort  made  in  coming  often  helps  to  sustain  the 
patient  in  an  onward  course  of  improvement  and 
ultimate  recovery.  That  the  services  are  generally 
appreciated  will  be  understood  by  my  stating  that 
I  have  no  Clerk,  or  other  particular  person  to  lead  the 
responses,  which  are  made  by  the  patients  themselves. 
Our  choir,  too,  is  often  composed  of  patients  only 
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(with  the  exception  of  the  Organist)  and  for  many 
years  a  patient,  who  had  been  an  accomplished 
musician,  was  Organist. 

Our  Chapel,  as  the  Committee  is  well  aware,  has 
not  for  a  very  long  period  afforded  sufficient  accommo¬ 
dation  for  our  people,  and  I  have  thought  it  necessary 
in  order  to  meet  this  difficulty  to  give  a  voluntary 
second  service  immediately  after  the  first  morning 
service.  This  service,  though  shorter  than  the  first,  is 
naturally  somewhat  irksome,  and  it  is  not  as  satisfac¬ 
tory  as  I  could  wish,  as  patients  feel  irritation  and 
annoyance  at  being  excluded,  through  want  of  room, 
from  the  first  service.  I  shall  therefore  be  glad  when  all 
can  meet  together,  and  we  do  not  meet,  as  at  present, 
in  a  narrow  and  crowded  room,  placed  in  the  centre 
of  the  old  Asylum,  and  suggesting  nothing  but  a 
feeling  of  restraint,  but  in  a  House  of  God,  built  in 
the  grounds  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  which  all  may  find 
room.  With,  the  insane  the  inward  sense  is  often 
excited  by  outward  6bjects,  and,  therefore,  such  a 
building  of  a  simple  but  decidedly  ecclesiastical 
character  would  not  be  without  beneficial  effects,  and 
would  not  fail  to  impress  with  suitable  feelings  those 
who  attended  the  service's.  The  influence  of  the 
character  of  a  Church  on  its  worshippers  is  now 
generally  recognised,  and  it  is  no  longer  thought 
necessary  that  in  order  to  worship  God  in  spirit  and 
in  truth,  we  should  go  for  that  purpose  to  a  building 
altogether  without  a  feature  of  the  “  beauty  of 
holiness.” 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  from  the  sick,  who 
have  been  capable  of  religious  instruction  and  com- 
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fort,  I  have  received  many  expressions  of  gratitude 
and  found  my  visits  welcome. 

I  have  celebrated  Holy  Communion  on  the  great 
Festivals  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  on  other  occasions. 
The  number  of  communicants  varies,  as  convalescents 
who  are  about  to  be  discharged  sometimes  attend,  but 
I  have  seldom  less  than  fourteen. 

The  number  of  burials  during  the  year  in  the 
Cemetery  of  the  Asylum  has  been  forty,  and  these 
burials  have  on  many  occasions  been  attended  by  the 
relatives  and  friends,  who  have  followed  the  corpse  to 
the  grave.  The  other  patients  who  have  died  have 
been  removed  for  burial. 

An  offer  for  a  grant  of  pictures  and  books  for  the 
use  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  was  lately  made  by 
the  “  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,9’ 
and  accepted.
